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■ REGIONAL BYLAW: City wanted certain areas exempt 


Designated smoking areas for Port

PORT COLBORNE - 
Council wants smokers to 
butt out on public property 
— for the most part, anyway. 

The region’s proposed 
bylaw that prohibits smok¬ 
ing on outdoor public 
properties was endorsed 
by Port Colborne council 
Monday night, but with a few 
exemptions. 

The lakeside city's council¬ 
lors want to see designated 
smoking areas set up at 
Nickel Beach and during fes¬ 
tivals in the area, including 
Canal Days and Flavours of 
Niagara. 

It would be difficult for the 
many visitors who travel to 
Port for events to know the 
logistics of the bylaw, said 
Ward 1 Coun. Dave Elliott, 
which is why the designated 
areas and signage indicating 


their location are key. 

Market Square and H.H. 
Knoll Lakeview Park are 
particular hotspots during 
events, said the self-pro- 
claimed former smoker, who 
wanted designated smoking 
areas set up there for festivals 

Ward 2 Coun. Angie 
Desmarais said the park 
should remain smoke-free at 
all times. 

“As a former smoker. 
I would not have liked this 
before. But now, I appreci¬ 
ate and know how intrusive it 
is to have someone smoking 
around you." 

Bea Kenny agreed. 

After speaking with people 
at the city’s soccer fields, the 
Ward 3 councillor said she’s 
gained an understanding of 
how “very offensive” it can 
be when someone lights up 
nearby, especially around 
children. Not all smokers, 


she said, show the common 
courtesy of moving away from 
others, especially children, 
when taking a puff. 


“They could walk away, but 
do not because I guess they 
feel it’s their right,” she said. 
“That’s very disrespectful.” 


Council approved the cre¬ 
ation of designated smoking 
areas, but did not indicate 
where they will be located. 


Though sidewalks and 
roads are already exempt 
from the bylaw, Mayor Vance 
Badawey recommended that 
signs be put up year-round 
designating certain areas for 
smoking in the downtown 
core and places of “commu¬ 
nity congregation.” 

Those sites must have ash¬ 
trays provided to prevent 
butts from being tossed on 
the ground, added Ward 3 
Coun. Frank Danch. 

If the bylaw is approved at 
the regional level, fines will 
not be issued for the first year 
it is in place. The region will 
instead focus on education 
first to ensure the community 
is aware of the changes, said 
Harry Hakim, Port Colbome’s 
manager of community 

Municipalities have been 
asked to provide feedback on 
the bylaw to the region by the 
end of the month.

Marina contract extended 


PORT COLBORNE - It was 
less than smooth sailing as 
talks about the future of Port 
Colborne’s marina operations 
got underway last week 

Council embarked on 
a lengthy discussion over 
whether to extend the con¬ 
tract of Port Colbome Marine, 
the supply and service shop 
provider at Sugarloaf Marina, 
or reinstate longtime opera¬ 
tor Marlon Marine whose 
contract came to an end after 
the 2011 boating season. 

PCM's one-year lease with 
the city expires at the end of 
the month. 

The city has the intention 
of bringing marina opera¬ 
tions in house, hence the 
short-term lease, but staff are 
not yet in a position to offer 
full service. 

As they ready to transi¬ 
tion under the new operat¬ 
ing model, staff have recom¬ 
mended that PCM’s contract 
be extended to the end of the 
boating season. 

Though a request for pro-

posal was issued in March 
to examine all options for 
marina operations, it’s been 
determined it’s in the city’s 
best interest to continue on 
its path to take on operations 
itself, said chief administra¬ 
tive officer Bob Heil. 

The RFP received only one 
bid, from Marlon Marine. 

The contract extension, 
Heil said, is to “buy a little 
time.” 

“This is a stop-gap method 
until we can get our ducks in 
order. We intend to do this 


ourselves,” he said, adding 
spreadsheets have indicated 
that by taking the operations 
on, the city could bring in 
double the revenue at the 
marina moving forward.

Tracking Greenhouse Gas Emissions 

The City has been busy collecting and evaluating energy consumption data for all City- 
owned facilities that are heated and/or cooled in order to comply with the Province’s 
Green Energy Act, 2009 (GEA). 

Ontario’s GEA was created in an effort to develop the Province’s use of renewable energy 
sources while reducing energy consumption and generating a demand for services and 
jobs in the renewable energy sector. Under the GEA, the City of Port Colborne must meet 
the requirements of O.Reg. 397/11 - Energy Conservation and Demand Management 
Plans. This regulation requires the City to compile and submit their energy consumption 
data (electricity and natural gas) annually and to develop an Energy Conservation and 
Demand Management Plan. 

Part one, to be submitted to the Ministry of Energy by July 1,2013, involves collecting 
and compiling 2011 energy consumption data for all City-owned facilities that are heated 
and/or cooled. This consumption data will be used to understand the City’s energy 
consumption and to calculate the resultant greenhouse gas emissions, and will act as a 
baseline to develop targets for our Energy Conservation and Demand Management Plan 
(Plan). In subsequent years, annual reports will be due by July 1 of each year, for the 
calendar year two years previous (i.e. 2012 data reported in 2014,2013 data reported in 
2015 etc.). All reports will be made available on the City’s website and at City Hall. 

Part two of the regulation consists of finalizing the Plan, and posting it to the City’s 
website and providing copies at City Hall by July 1,2014. The Plan will include updated 
energy consumption data along with the City’s objectives for consumption reductions 
and the steps the City will take to achieve these goals over a 5 year period. Depending on 
our vision, future plans to reduce energy consumption and greenhouse gas emissions 
could range anywhere from behavioural changes, to updating to more energy efficient 
products all the way to switching to renewable energy sources. 

The final Energy Conservation and Demand Management Plan will be posted to the City’s 
website available for the public to view. If you have any questions about our current 
progress or are interested in further information about the City’s obligations under 
the GEA, feel free to contact Darlene Suddard, Environmental Compliance Supervisor 
darlenesuddard@portcolborne.ca or 905-835-5079.

Distribution System Annual Drinking Water Quality Report by February^each year. The 2012 
report is available on the City’s website: http://www.portcolborne.ca/page/water_quality_reports 
Copies of the report are also available, free of charge, at the Public Works office at 11 King Street, 
or at the Engineering and Operations Department located on the 2nd Floor of City Hall, 66 Charlotte 
Street. 

The City receives all of its drinking water from the Port Colborne Water Treatment Plant, operated by 
the Regional Municipality of Niagara, and the Region is also required to prepare a report by February 
28. The City is required to provide copies of the Region’s report, free of charge to those who request 
it, and it is also available at the Public Works office or at the Engineering and Operations Department, 
or it can be accessed on the Region’s website: http://www.niagararegion.ca/living/water/Water- 
Quality-Reports.aspx 

DRINKING WATER QUALITY MANAGEMENT SYSTEM: The City’s Drinking Water Quality Management 
System (QMS) has been in place for four years, and in March 2013, an auditor from QMI-SAI Global 
visited the City to perform an on-site audit of the City’s QMS against the Ontario Drinking Water 
Quality Management Standard. The auditor reported that the QMS was effectively implemented and 
recommended the City for accreditation. It is anticipated that the accreditation certificate will be 
received in June 2013, and will be posted to the City’s website upon receipt. 

SHOWCASING WATER INNOVATION FUNDING PROJECT: In December 2011, the City discovered 
that it was one of thirty-two recipients to receive Showcasing Water Innovation Funding from the 
Province of Ontario. This funding program was created under the Water Opportunities Act to fund 
leading edge, innovative and cost-effective solutions for managing drinking water, wastewater and 
stormwater systems in Ontario communities. The project the City received $224,000 in funding for 
is the “Integration of Water Loss Analysis Tools into a Water SCADA System” project. This project 
uses the Regional Municipality of Niagara’s SCADA (Supervisory Control and Data Acquisition) 
software to receive and process signals from five permanent and three portable flow and pressure 
monitoring stations throughout the City. 

The goal of this project is to provide real-time online software tools to help City Staff monitor flow 
and pressure in the drinking water distribution system. This information will enable Staff to respond 
quickly to flow changes, pressure changes and leaks, thus reducing the amount of water lost from 
the distribution system. Additionally, by creating software tools to analyze the SCADA flow and 
pressure monitoring data, and the metered water consumption data, this analysis will enable the 
City to better track and detect unauthorized, unbilled water usage throughout the City. Two testing 
phases have already been completed, with leak detection activities undertaken in half of the drinking 
water system; the remaining testing phases are scheduled for the fall and early winter of 2013. 


• Install smoke alarms on every storey and outside all sleeping areas. It’s the law for all Ontario 
homes, cottages, cabins and seasonal homes to have working smoke alarms on every storey and 
outside all sleeping areas. 

• Test smoke alarms at least monthly or each time you return to the cottage. Pack a new smoke alarm 
and extra smoke alarm batteries in case they need replacement. 

• Install and ensure carbon monoxide alarms in your 
cottage if it has a fuel-burning appliance. 

• Develop and practice a home fire escape plan to ensure 
everyone knows what to do if the smoke alarm sounds. 

• Know the telephone number for the local fire department 
and your cottage’s emergency sign number, in case of 
emergency. 

• Clean barbecues before using them. Keep an eye on lit 
barbecues and ensure all combustibles, as well as children 
and pets are kept well away from them. Fires can happen 
when barbecues are left unattended. 

• Keep barbecue lighters and matches out of sight and 
reach of children. 

• Remember to bring a flashlight with extra batteries. 

• Check heating appliances and chimneys before using 
them. 

• Check with your local fire department, municipality, 
or Ministry of Natural Resources to determine whether 
open air burning is permitted before having a campfire 
or burning brush. If open burning is allowed, fires should 
be built on bare soil or on exposed rock. Remove leaves 
and twigs from around the fire to keep it from spreading. 

Always keep a bucket of water, sand, or even a shovel close 
by and supervise the fire at all times. 

• If you must smoke, do so outside. Keep a large can with 
water nearby so cigarette butts can be safely discarded. If 
you drink, do so responsibly. Tobacco use and excessive 
alcohol consumption are contributing factors in many fires 
and can lead to serious injuries. 

• Burn candles in sturdy candleholders that will not tip and 
are covered with a glass shade. When you go out, blow out!

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Grapefruit and grapefruit juice are an excellent source of many nutrients that 
contribute to a healthy diet. Grapefruit is a good source of vitamin C, fiber, and the 
pink and red hues contain the beneficial antioxidant lycopene, thought to have a role in 
preventing various diseases such as cancer and heart disease. Studies have shown that 
grapefruit helps lower cholesterol, and there is evidence that the seeds have antioxidant 
properties. 

However, there are compounds in grapefruit called furanocoumarins that can 
interfere with the way your body metabolizes certain medications. This can lead to 
dangerously high levels of medication in the body and may increase the risk of rare 
but serious or life-threatening side effects such as slowed heart rate and muscle 
deterioration. For a few medications, it can lead to decreased effectiveness because 
these medications need to be metabolized in order to become active. Don’t take these 
interactions lightly, as some can cause potentially dangerous health problems. 

Both grapefruit juice (either fresh or frozen) and the fruit itself can affect certain 
medications and the effects have been seen with as little as one 8-ounce (250 mL) glass 
of grapefruit juice. The effects of grapefruit juice on medications can last up to 3 days, 
so taking them at different times of day will not help. Naturally sweet orange juice has 
not been shown to affect medications the way grapefruit juice does, but tangelos (which 
are related to grapefruit), lime juice, andSeville(sour) oranges may affect medications.

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Wallenda 
owes fame 
to Falls

NIAGARA FALLS - Nik Wallenda 
pauses when asked if he’d be where he is 
today, two weeks from walking across the 
Grand Canyon on a wire, if it wasn’t for 
Niagara Falls. 

“I don’t think so, no,” says the tightrope 
walker most known for walking across 
the falls on a two-inch wide rope one year 
ago Saturday. "Clhat walk) raised public 
awareness for me. Every aspect of it: my 
family's history, turmoil and the politick 
aspect of that walk. It was all a huge help." 

You can’t associate Wallenda now 
without the image of him and that red- 
jacket dwarfed by the backdrop of the 
thundering fells. 

But the seventh-generation aerialist 
says the Wallenda name wasn’t neces¬ 
sarily made famous by his Niagara Falls 

“The family name has been there for a 
long time. I don’t know Niagara Falls put 
me on the map, but that walk has done 
everything for my careeif’ he says during 
a phone interview with The Review in 
between training for the Grand Canyon 
walk and grabbing a bite to eat 

The 34-year-old's major followup hap¬ 
pens June 23. 

This time he's doing it without a har¬ 
ness. And there’s no safety net After com¬ 
pleting the walk he says he’ll reveal his 
next destination. 

“I have a lot of spots in mind, and I’ve 
got something on the go.” 

Once the walk is over, he says he’s look¬ 
ing forward to doing what he did for a 
while after completing the falls walk — 
spending time with his wife and three 
children. 

“It has been so demanding. I want to 
try and be a family man again, become a 
father again.” 

He says he tries to not let his newfound 
celebrity status get to him. 

“I want to be the Nik Wallenda I was 
before Iwas anything.” 

He insists he hasn’t forgotten about 
Niagara Falls and has business plans on 
the Canadian side for the future. He’d like 
to eventually open afedlity in the city that 
offers the “Nik Wallenda experience,” he 
says, complete with high wires, low wires, 
a simulator of what it’s like to walk on a 
wire across the fells and zip lines. “I would 
have loved to do that this summer,” he 
says. “I honestly can't imagine not being 
there for a semi permanent production, 
at least during the season. I feel in my 
heart it’s going to happen.” 

Wallenda’s Grand Canyon walk is 
scheduled to air June 23 live on the 
Discovery Channel beginning at 8 p.m.

Technology gives 
people more resources

FENWICK - Daniel Dobruckl 
donated $20,000 to St. Ann Catholic 
Elementary School in Fenwick for tech¬ 
nology Friday in honour of his mother 
Adela’s dedication to St. Ann Roman 
Catholic Church. She passed away after 
a stroke in 2010. 

He wanted to do something for the 
church his mother attended for more 
than 60 years. 

The 61-year-old chicken farmer 
was born in Welland and spent his 
life in Wellandport. He went to a two 
room elementary school in downtown 
Wellandport and eventually made his 
way to the University of Geulph and 
received a bachelor of science and 
agriculture in 1974. 

He also wrote a book about his father, 
Walerian’s experiences during the 
Second World War, “Survivors of War." 

The Tribune sat down with Dobrucki 
to find out more about the little-known 
philanthropist and historian. 


Q: Why are you donating this money? 

A: My mother always regretted not 
getting more of an education. She got 
pulled out of school when she was in 
Grade 6 because her parents needed 
help on the farm and she was oldest. She 
always meant to go back.
